I N T H E M . E . C H U R C H , 


Some of the Mont Prominent Methodist 


Theologians and Instructors of the Coun- 


try Take Part In the Exercises. 


Monday evening the undergraduates 


of the Central Pennsylvania confer- 
ence, who are ministers of one to four 
years' service, met in the Methodist 
Episcopal church at this placs to be 
examined in their studies, arranged 
by the bishops, 
A faculty of sixteen 


members of the conference, to whom 
are apportioned various departments 
and books upon theology, polity, his- 
tory, general literature, &<;., prepare 
the examinations, which are usually 
very exhaustive and severe. Examin- 
ation periods continued on Tuesday 
until noon. 
The markings will not 


be reported until the next conference 
sessions in March, 1903 


Tuesday afternoon the Ministerial 


Institute was opened by Rev. J. R. 
Dunkerly, of Huntingdon, who con- 
ducted the devotions. Many lay mem- 
bers of the churches of Bedford were 
present. All of the Methodist minis- 
ters, many of whom had come on the 
morning trains, were in attendance. 


Rev. B. H. Mosser, of Carlisle, the 


chairman of the executive committee 
of the board of examiners,presided and 
introduced Rev. Dr. Henry A Buttz, 
D. D., president of Drew Theological 
Seminary, Madison, N. J- 
He pre- 


sented from the Epistle to the Romans 
a remarkably luminous and edifying 
exegesis of Paul's experiences with the 
law, bringing to-him a consciousness of 
sin. Yet that law was vindicated by 
him as "holy, just and good." How- 
ever, when sin, made known "by the 
commandment, had gotten possession 
of him, he was sold under sin. The 
great conflict of willing to do good, 
which proves how beneficial the law is, 
and of his inability to practise what 
he desired and 
determined, pre- 


sents the carnal man in captivity. 
From this wretched condition he finds 
in Christ immediate and complete de- 
liverance, whose triumph he announcis 
in his jubilant declaration that there 
is no condemnation to them that are 
in Christ Jesus. 
This, exposition of 


holy Scripture held the undivided at- 
tention of the people. 


On account of his engagement at the 


seminary, which celebrated on Thurs- 
day its thirty-fifth anniversary, it was 
necessary for him to leave on the after- 
noon train.

WESLEY AND ST. PAUL. 


On one point, said be, no comparison 


can be made, for Paul was inspired. 
Wesley hadno such enduement. They 
were not contemporaries aud thnr ca- 
reers were spent in ages distant and 
markedly differeit. Tuere were many 
points of similarity. In physical feat- 
ures they were much alike; both were 
small of stature. They were born and 
rearel in the church: 
Paul in the 


Jewish and Wesley in the Church ot 
England; a son of an eminent and 
scholarly rector at Epworth. 
Both 


possessed great intellectual strergth 
and had the advantages of the broad- 
est and most liberal culture their times 
furnished. 
Leaving the regular chan- 


nels of the church both became famed 
and successful wo-ld-wide evangelists. 
In communion with God they lived 
and out of this they were fully qualified 
for their spiritual labors. 


Paul has been universally claimed by 


men of all evangelical creeds as the 
expounder of Christianity. Wesley re- 
ceived all of Paul's doctrines and gave 
them life. 
Calvinian 


To-day both Arminian and 
schools maintain Paul's 


theology very much as Wesley inter- 
preted the Apostle's doctrines. 


Both were men of great literary 


ability and left permanent and great 
monuments of their mind, genius and 
industry. Much of the N.'.v Testa ment 
is the product of Paul's pen. Wesley's 
writings number more than 15U works, 
valuable treatises of scientific, socio- 
logical, political, theological and ec- 
clesiastical subjects. 


In administration and ecclesiastical 


statesmanship they excelled. History 
supports the comment of their master- 
ly genius: they were masters of men 
aad ingenious bu'lders of vast move- 
ments. Of Wesley Mai-.aulay declared, 
he had abilities for statesmanship not 
inferior to Richelieu. 


Wesley like Paul suffered wonder- 


fully for the faith he espounded. The 
expierences of Pan1; so fully described 
in ai Corenthinns, llth chapter, were 
certainly paralleled in Wesley's event- 
ful ministery. 


Wesley like Paul became an exile 


from the church in which he was born 
and yet loved to his death the church 
of his fathers, which had c^st him out. 
Now they garnish the tombs of the 
prophets. 


Like Paul Wesley died in his great 


work, busy to the very last in his em 
inent labors, ceaseless in his inter> st 
in every movement of church and state 
for humanity's progress and improve- 
ment. 


The lecture on "Pastoral Visitation" 


by Rev.Horace L'ncoln Jacobs, pas tor of 
First church, Altoona, which followed, 
was an instructive and practical treat- 
ment of the pastoral function. 
It 


elicited many questions. 
Profitable 


was the discussion of this important 


more achievements in mastering and 
employing nature have been reached 
than in two centuries. 
This is a time

most instructive facts, was a stirring 
appeal, which evoked applause and 
made deep and strong impressions 
Rev. H. C. Pardoe, D. D., of Altoona, a 
former pastor of Bedford, pronounced 
the benediction. 


WEDNESDAY HOUSING'S SESSION. 


Bishop Mallalieu had charge of the 


morning devotions and occupied the 
first period with an effective 
and 


strong address on Revivals. He insist- 
ed upon the necessity of personal re- 
ligic-us experience of the fullness of 
God. 
If mind has various means of 


communication to minds the Holy 
Spirit has great and numberless meth- 
ods of impressing Himself upon every 
soul. 


Every pastor must have a mighty 


hunger for souls and a revival. 
He 


will have a full revelation of the con- 
dition of the impenitent. 
Here will 


be experienced deep aud fearful agony. 
To hive a successful work a pastor 
must preach Jesus from house to house, 
about four afternoons every week 
Avoid high-line literary sermons and 
maintain the old line saving doctrines 
of Piul. 
He formed a covenant of 


prayer with the pastors. 
After a fer- 


vent supplication he bade all a fare- 
well and shook hands with each of 
the pastors. 


Prof. 0. B. Super, Ph. D., of Dickin- 


son college, Carlisle, began a critical 
address upon "Voltaire," which con- 
tained many facts and propositions 
which lift into high and useful place 
this man, whom so many with super- 
ficial knowledge of his life have re- 
garded as a destroyer and brilliant 
atheist. 
No man in his century, ex- 


cept Wesley, contributed more to 
human rights which he employed his 
mighty talents to defend and promote. 
In the mitigation of the French crim- 
inal code he performed the moat last- 
ing service to his nation. 
He was 


not the instigator of the French revo- 
lution. 
He was a Deist. Abhorring 


the coercion of conscience and oppres- 
sion for divergent opinion he was a 
patron of religion—in a way. He was 
the alert champion of civil and relig- 
ous freedom. 


Rev. E. J. Gray, D. D , president of 


Williamsp^rt 
Dickinson 
Seminary, 


gave a studied and elaborate lecture 
on The "Preparation and Delivery of 
a 
Sermon." Ministers are 
called 


of God to preach, that is, to proclaim 
truths already given, the elaboration 
of which is the chief work of prepa- 
ration. 
The first step is to have a 


distinct purpose, not the mere gather- 
ing of materials for the sermon. Such 
purpose cannot be had from the most 
careful study of the Bible.which is the 
textbook forallourdeliverances.but is 
made known to us only under the Holy 
Ghost, whose guidance and instruction 
must be sought according to the di- 
rection and promise of Jesus. 
Small 


comforts for the few are multiplied and 
distributed, under Christ's touch, to 
the conviction and enrichment of the 
multitude. 
. Professor Super gave a very inform- 
ing lecture en "Martin Liither." 
He 


was one of the mightiest personalities 
of all history, his life'covering a period 
in which under Columbus and Coper- 
nicus a new earth aad heavens were 
found; fall of divine right and a new 
era of discovery and invention. 
His 


humble origin and careful training 
were nobly described. Tetzel called 
out his protest against the abuse of in- 
dulgences, from which he soon took 


in being permitted to hold this session 
of our Conference Ministerial Institute 
in the beautiful and hospitable town 
of Bedford.

TUESDAY EVENIN&'S SESSION. 


With every sitting occupied, a soul- 


ful song service opened a session of 
deep value and instruction. Rev. J. 
Ellis Bell, a former pastor of Bedford 
charge, now the presiding elder of 
Aitoona 
district, 
offered 
prayer 


Bishop W. F. Mallalieu, D. D., of Au- 
burudale, Mass , announced the sub- 
ject of his address, "The Obligations 
and Responsibilities of Christian Min- 
isters, People and Patriots." These are 
measured by the -place in which we 
live. Outlining the limits of our coun- 
try he studied for us with wonder'ul 
statements this zone of power and 
achievement. Our relations to Africa, 
South America aud the Occident were 
finely detailed. 
These obligations are 


measured by the age of the world in 
which we live. 
In the past century 


the position of deep seated and unalter- 
able opposition to the whole subject 
and policy of indulgences. 
The S>5 


theses were not in the nature of a re- 
volt, but were subjects for discussion, 
for he was not in any way at rupture 
with the Papacy. 
He was not then 


seeking the reform of the church, cer- 
tainly not in rebellion from it. 
His 


experiences with Dr. Eck fixed his 
attitude, which uow was bold antago- 
nism to the practices,vices and errors of 
the Roman church. 
His movement is 


now no longer termed a Protestant ref- 
ormation but a revolution. 
Social, 


political and religious effects were mi- 
nutely traced and were found not in 
every instance to have been better 
after than before Luther's work. A- 
mong the causes for this revolt, which 
eminent Catholic and Protestant au- 
thorities declare would have coine 
without, a Luther, for it was irrepress- 
ible, were named corruption of the 
c'ergy and church, universally con- 
ceded and bewailed; printing; political 
auditions in Europe;and character and 
endowments of Luther. 
Such a criti- 


cal and noble tribute to this majestic 
and jnagnificsnt Monk was beautiful 
and royal from a son of Wesley.

Midland railroad met in Bedford on 
Saturday and organ! z;d a new corpo- 
ration under the name of the Bedford 
and Hollidaysburg Railroad company, 
with a capital stock of $300,000, and 
selected Hon. John M. Reynolds, of 
Bedford, president; Capt. S. S. Metz- 
ger, of Bedford, secretary and treasur- 
er, and chose the following directors: 
John G. Magraw and David P. Reign- 
ard, of Blair county; William Lauder 
and Allen C. Blackburn, of Bedford 
county; DeWarren H. Reynolds, Esq , 
of Cumberland, Md., and R. D. Bar- 
clay, of Philadelphia. 


After the meeting Mr. Reynolds an- 


nounced that the property had been 
acquired by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company and that that corporation 
would construct the road at an early 
date, and in support of the statement 
produced the following telegram from 
Samuel Rea, fourth vice president of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company:

that the company will proceed at once 
to make surveys, secure the right of 
way and complete the line. 
The 


property and franchises of the cor- 
poration are BOW in shape, for the 
first time in eight years, to be utilized 
for the connecting link between Bed- 
ford and Hollldaysburg. The people 
who are interested in the new road 
are gratified because the "Pennsy" has 
purchased the Pennsylvania Midland 
and the assurance having been given 
by a representative of the former that 
the road would be constructed at an 
early date is good news to Bedford 
county folk. 


The entire road lias been substan- 


tially graded, the abutments to the 
bridges erected and more than twelve 
miles of it has been laid with steel 
rails.

CLOCKS OF THE PAST.' 


They Wire Very Different From 


Modern Time Telling Machine*. 
The word clock, derived from the 


French gloche, German glocke, signi- 
fies a bell, and up to the fourteenth 
century it was only used to designate 
a bell which was struck at certain pe- 
riods of time indicated by the hour- 
glass. 
Sundials, or "gnomons," were 


Jie first instruments used in measur- 
jig time, aud there is but little doubt 
that the long granite pillars which we 
call obelisks were used by the Egyp- 
tians, if uot as actual sundial hands, 
at least for some astronomical obser- 
vations of the movement of the sun. 


Clepsydras, or water clocks, and sand 


clocks "come next In order. The now 
of sand through a small orifice Is an 
accurate method of measuring time, 
for the exit of the sand is always reg- 
ular but water is Influenced by the 
laws of hydrostatics-when the vase la 
full the water runs out faster than 
when it is nearly empty. Caudle clocks 
or tapers on which were colored bands 
Indicating how much was consumed in 
a certain time were also used, and 
their Invention is attributed to Alfred 
the Great; but this method Is even 
more susceptible to error than the pre- 
vious ones.—Jewelers' Review.

The reason is simple. Restaurateurs 


don't serve real diamond backs be- 
cause they can't get tliem. The world's 
total terrapin population does not ex- 
ceed 25,000 of legal si/.e, and these are 
conflued to tlie shores of the Chesa- 
peake bay, the only place that produces 
them. 


Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
New 


York enjoy a monopoly. These three 
cities get practically the entire nut put, 
but few ever find their way across tlie 
Blue Ridge. 
The epicure unfortunate 


enough to be born in Chicago or St. 
Louis must either come east or forego 
the joys of terrapin. 


To select a real diamond back ama- 


teurs should be guided by these distin- 
guishing and characteristic markings: 


It Is of a greenish, dark olive color,

The Burmese Game of CliCHS. 


The Burmese game seems to be rath- 


er a heavy variety of chess, tlie pecul- 
iarity of it being that a pawn "queens" 
when it strikes an imaginary diagonal 
line drawn from the player's left hand 
corner to tlie right hand corner in front 
of liim-his opponent's left hand cor- 
ner. 
The pieces are massed on the 


player's right hand, but the three priv- 
ileged pawns-there are only three 
allowed to "queen"-can only "queen" 
when the queen has been taken. We 
should say here that no piece equiva- 
lent to »tir queen really exisits iu east- 
•rn chess, the most powerful piece he- 
ng equivalent to our rook or castle. 


In tlie Burmese game the privilege of 


translation confers no higher hand on 
t piece than that of "chekoy"—called 
Itu-en in European equivalence by vir- 
tue of its being unique-a piece pos- 
sessing scarcely more power than a 
pawn. The usual move of the piece 
called "queen" in all oriental varie- 
ties of chess is one square diagonally 
aud it is never one of the superior 
pieces.—London Spectator.
